The New York Evening Foat. a staunch republican 


newspaper, two days ago came forward with a frank 
confession. 


Republican managers have decided to change their 


tactics, the Pr^t states, and from now on will direct 
all of th* enerffiea of the campaign to pointing out 
the dangers cf the Davis' campaign.

of preventing the election from going- to congress, 
with resultant delay and confusion. 


Up until recently Mr. Butler, the republican na- 


tional chairman, and Mr. Dawes. the official mouth- 
piece ^for silent and cautious Calvin Coolidge, in- 
formed *he \oicrs of this country that th« contest 
wnn between La Follette and Coolidgp. It was a false 
issue because Mr. La Foliette never had a chance of 
election jf lit, should carry every state, where his 
name will appear on the ballot.

pivu him every seat in both branches of the congress, 
he could not amend the constitution to deprive the 
supreme court of the power to set aside all laws that 
conflict with the fundamental law. 
With La Follette 


in the white house and with LaFoIlettites in every 
seat in congrreas, all that could be done would be to 
submit the proposed constitutional amendments to 
the Ktates. 'And before that amendment could pre- 
vail, two-thirds of the states, acting thijough their 
legislatures, would have to ratify. 


No one who knows enough to come In out of the 


rain thinks the requisite number of states woald 
ratify. 
It would be remarkable if such an amend- 


ment could secure the ratification of a single state. 


But rheie will no La Follette majority in house or 


seiuite. for the all-sufficient reason that the LaFol- 
lettti ticket hiis no congressional candidates in the 
field. Thus, with La Follette elected, there is not the 
most romote possibility that congress would ever 
submit such an amendment to the states. 


The Dawes warning- is all twaddle, demagogy and 


hypocrisy intended to frighten tho feeble-minded into 
the support of Coolldge—with all hla administration 
has meant in inefficiency, corruption and paralysis- 
It is a scarecrow set up In a field to frighten the 
voters out of their wits and make them forget all

GERMAN SOLDIER LETTERS. 


Another contribution to the history of the world 


war la shortly to be made by Germany. Work-has 
already rtarted 
towards collecting 'a number of 


letters written home by German soldirra while they 
were stationed at the front. 


Annomicent of- the plan places the German soldier 


In a new light. 


During the war he wa* pictured as the stolid 


warrior, going about th* business of fighting with as 
little emotion as possible. But as a letter -writer, it 
is said, the German demonstrated he waa superior 
to the British, or French or the Americans. 
The 


soldiers of the allies very generally had little to say 
of th« discomforts and hardships of battle in the 
letters which they sent home. They kept their grief 
locked, up in their breasts. 


Not so with the German aoldier. 
When he took his pen In hand, he unloosened all ot 


bis pent-up emotions and proceeded to unburden 
himself. 
Towards tha close of the war, the allies 


nmdo it a practice to print the letters from German 
prisoners. 
They gave an unusually accurate pictura 


of tho morale of the German troops. 


While tho lettcis unquestionably will be edited by 


thp Genmn gox'ernment before their publication, they 
will no doubt furnish many interesting sidelights of 
the war. They will at least reveal the altitude of the 
German soldjer in a light which the allied world has 
not been privileged to see heretofore.

We Weigh The Earth Also. 


BY GARRETT P. SERVISS. 


Famous Aitronomer and Writer on 


Scientific Topics of Popular 


Interest. 


"I read your piece about weigh- 


ing the moon. I agree with you, but 
I would liko to know how the earth 
is weighed. I understand that 
a 


delicate instrument is used, but do 
not know how it operates. 
J. K." 


Knowledge is an endless 
chain, 


and you are quite right In wishing 
to know how the weight of the earth 
is found out, since the article re- 
ferred i to the weight of the moon 
was measured by comparison with 
that of the earth. 


There are several ways of get- 


ting at the earth's weight—or, more 
strictly speaking, 
its 
mass. 
But 


•weight is propottlonal to mass, so 
we can use the word. I'illustrate 
only one of these ways here—that 
which is called the "mountain meth- 
od." This was the first method suc- 
cessfull used. 
A 
canny 
Scot, in 


mountainous 
Scotland, 
put 
it 


through, just 150 years ago, with the 
aid of a peculiarly shaped mountain, 
which seemed to have been moulded 
and placed 
for the 
purpose. Its 


name is Schehallion. 
It is about 


3,500 feet high and stands near the 
eastern end of Loch Rannoch. 
It 


is isolated and steep, so that the 
attraction of its huge mass lias a 
perceptible horizontal pull upon • a 
plumbline. 


How this was utilized to weigh 


the earth Is illustrated 
in 
prin- 


ciple by our drawing. 
First 
two 


tations lying in the same meri- 


dian were selected, one on tho north, 
the other on the south side of the 
mountain. Then, from a knowledge 
of the size of the earth's globe and 
the distances between the stations, 
the direction which the plumb-line 
should.have at each of Uie stations, 
under the 
attraction 
of gravity, 


alone, unlnterfered with by the at- 
traction of the mountain, wa« ascer- 
tained. 


Next very delicate 
observations 


were made 
Of the actual direction 


assum*d by 
the 
plumb-lines at 


ihose stations under the combined 
effect of the downward pull of the 
earth and the lateral pull of the 
mountain.

Check Wheat Production. 


An automatic check upon indis- 


criminate production of wheat was 
strongly 
advocated 
by 
Senator 


Howell in his discussion of "price 
filing by congress." Leading agri- 
culturalists of the country are^'not 
at all agreed" that price fixing is 
practicable, however, much as its 
possible results are needed by the 
farmer, he declared. 


"As a consequence," he continued, 


"many measures have been

sented to congress for agricultural 
relief as substitutes for threatened
